Measute of the money shortage—and short- 
age of morals—in Germany is afforded by news 
that the German Gestapo has confiscated the 
$35,000 Nobel prize money awarded some months 
ago to the well-known pacifist writer Von 
Ossietsky. 

A German woman went to Sweden with forg- 
ed credentials to try to collect the prize money, 
which was sent by the Nobel Prize Committee 
direct to Von Ossietsky in Germany. Yet Os- 
Sietsky has not yet received a penny of it. His 
daughter, a resident of Sweden in vain has re- 
quested the Hitler authorities to find out what 
has happened to it. She was to receive a portion 
of the money to pay for her studies and support 
in Sweden 

The only benefit the prize has yet brought 
Von Ossietsky is that the German authorities 
were shamed into releasing him from the con- 
centration camp in which he had been held for 
three years as a dangerous pacifist. His winning 
of the Nobel] prize drew unfavorable attention 
to his imprisonment. Though released from the 
prison camp, he is still shut away from the civil- 
ized world and denied the use of the money his 
talents won. 

What a piece of grim irony if the $35,000 prize 
awarded Von Ossietsky for his contributions to 
world peace, should have been diverted by the 
German authorities to buy a bomber with which 
to slay helpless noncombatants at Guernica or 
Valencia. ” a
